INTEftREiSIONAL MIGBATION OF BLACKS 

According to estimates from the March. 1977 Current 
Population Survey (CPS),, the N^rthe^j^t region had net 
outmigration of Blacks from March 197S*to March 1977. 
The survey asked respondents where they llvedMn March 
1975, and the data Indicated that duriag this 2-year period, 
43,000 Blacks 2 years old and ovJr moved to the "Northeast 
and 147,000 moved from , the region, giving it a net 
otitmigration of 1 04,000 Blacks 2 years ofd and over. 

From 1960 to 1970 and in most decades since^the Qw! 
War the Kjortheast had net jon^^Vatron of Blacks; thus, tl(e> 
change to net outmigration sincf 1970 represents an altera- 
tion of a long-standing pattern of migration among Blacks. * 
This change in the Northeast's pamw of net migration of 
Blacks cromes'about as a result of both fevver Blacks moving 
to the region and more Blacks leaving the region.^ • ^ 

Like* the Northeast, the North Centr^ region has experi- 
eoced changes in Black migraii^ patterns in recent years. In 
the period from March* 1975 to March 1977, as»in* 1970 to 
1975, the number of Blacks moving io. the North Cfentral 
region was not Significantly dfffefent from the number of 
BJacks mc3ving from the region. This approximate equality in 
the niimber.of Blacks moving to and from the, region 
represents a substantial change sinde the 1960's, when the 
region had a large net immigration of Blaoks,^ 

The South Jhas also undergone alteration Jn net migration' 
of Blacks since 1970. From March !975 to March 19^7 the 
number of Blacks movmg fn|m the South ^ hptjignifi- 
cantly different from the number moving to that region. The 
same basic pattern has characterized other migratjbn inter- * 
v^ls since 1970, but the approximate equality between, Black 
migrants-to a^from Jthe South represents^ changje from the 
1960's, when the region had net outmrgration of Blacks.'* , t

Al- 
though the South'^? no longer experiencing the large volume 
of net outmigratiofi of Blacks as^it did In the 1960's, the 
purvey data cannot demonstrate that, tjje, region has net 
inj|nigration of Blacks, because tht number of Blacks mi- 
grants to the South from 1970 to 1975 and from 1975 to 

'1977 was not si^ifrcantly different from jthe number of 
Black migrants from the South. It Is, however, ana(yfically 
important that each successive survey since 1970 has shown 
^the same pattern, .suggesting that a larger sample might 

provide a statistically significant net inmigration of Blacks to 

the South. . * ' «

Trtere are no 
data on return migration from the March 1977 survey, but 
return migration figured prominently .in Biifck migration to 
f the South -from" 1955 to 1960 and frOm 1965 to 1970. In 
both gf those 5-year intervals Black returr^es constituted 
about tvvo-thirds of Blacks moving to the SoutK.^ Whether 
this trenVj has. continued is a- question that will have to be

An important question for -future* investigation involves 
the readiness withi Wiich Northern-born Blacks rrlove-to the 
South or other regions to t^ke advantage of. expanding 
employment opportunities. A sizable proportion of the ^ack 
• population now lives in States and metropolitan areas of the 
North where empPoyment opportunities and income levels 
have generally not been rising, as rapidly ^s in parts of the 
South and"West_The degree to which differences in inqome 
and employment levels of Blacks and Whites converge may 
be related to the relative responsiveness 'of the two popu- 
lation^ groups t6 regional differences in income-earning 



opportunities. ^

Frorn March 1975 to^March 1977. the^NJortheast'and North 

• Central' .regions had Viet outmigration^ of Whites. About 
618,000 Whites 2 years old and over moved to the Ngrthcast, 

^ but 1,101,000 left, giv^ins the region^a heJ outmigr'ation of 
483,000. Whites moving to the North .cientraf region num- 
bered about 1.066,000. compared with an outmigration of 
1,443,000, leaving that region with a net outmigration of 
377,000., • • 

In contrast'to the Northeast and North Central regions, 
*the Soulh and West had net inm'igration of Whites /2 years old 
and over l^tween March 1975 and M^rch 1977. The South's 
net gain was about 436,000 and ^ that for the West was 
424,000. These and otber figures cited above exglude 
migrants to the United States from abroad.' 
, In contrast to the changes in Bbd<4q|erregional m^gra- 
tion, the regional emigration of Whites fronV'1975 to 1977 
basically reflects patterns established • in * the 1960's. The 
Northeast and North tentral regions had net outmigration of 
Whites from 1975 to 1977 just as they did in the 1960's. The 
Southland West had net inmigration of Whites from 1975 to

More persons moved fronr) metropolitan^areas.th'an tathfifp 
in the 2-year period from March 1975 to^ March 1977! 
Excluding moverj from abroad, the nurnber of movers from 
SMSA:s. exceeded the number of^movers to SMSA's by 
613.000. The central cities of SMSA's (as defined in 19^0) 
• had a net, outmigration ©f 3,33.1,000 persons 2 years old and 
over from-l 975 to 1 977. The net inmigration to the su6urbs 
f/om 1975 to 1977 was 2,718,000 perjsoas 2 years old" and 
over. , » 

The net outmigration experienced by. SMSA's from 19>5 
to 1977 represents the. continuation 'of a pattern obseiVed 
earliec>jr^ this decade. It js a clrange from the 1960's, 
however,, when the net outmigration experienced by many • 
large cities was more than offset by the volume of net . 
in#iigration to the suburbs.^ - . • 

In the 1975-77 period, the 3,81 5,000 persons 2VearS old 
and oyer moving but of SMSA's were equally hkely'to have - 
come from the central.citifis a^^from the suburban balance of 
SMSA's. Ampng the 3,202.000 movers to SMSA's, t,hose 

• moving, to the suburbs outnumbered those moving to^the 
central cities by 2 to 1*. 

^* An important diffejence between Blacks and Whites in 
migration patte/ns concerns movement between metropoli- 
tan and nonmetropolitan areas. Between March 1975 and.

INTERVAL LENGTH 

The mobil/ty questions* that are used in the CPS do^not ^ 
mdasure r/umber of moves during a given time period but 
estimate. the number of persons who lived in a different 
house at/the beginning of the period than at the survey date. 
In'oth^f words, the number of movers is estimated, not the 
number of moves. Persons who,nrioved more than once are 
counrted only once, an'd persons who moved out of theif 
current residence but returned by the end of the1)eriod are 
not /counted as movers at all. As a result, a counf of the ' 
number'' of movers in a shorter period more nearly approxi- 
Tnates the nuo^b&f^of moves during that period than Is 
[Measured in a longer interv^ yvhich more nearly measures the 
percentage of the .population that is affected by mobility. 

The effect of repeat movers* on short-interval mobility 
rates can be illustrated by comparing thej-yjear mobility rate 
ffqm the lyfarcW 1976 CPS, with the 2-year rate derived from

survey shows 26.5 percent of '.the 206,419,000 oersons 2 
years old and over were- livmy/o a differefht house in the 
United States on that, data 2 yeap earlier. If none of the 
persons* who moved;m the first ye^r of the 2-year period also 
moved m the second year, then yve would expect the 2'yea'r 
rr^obfhty rate to be .twice the 1-yea'^ rat^ or approxirpatdly 
34.2 percent~7.7 percentage joints, more than actually 
' found. Therefcre, we can conclude*^ .that nearly half (45 
percent) of the jnovers m a^ 2- yean period are repeat 
movers.*^

Source andlteli^bility of the Estimates * . . 

Source of data. Most bf the estimates in this report are 
.based on data collected by the Cutrent Population Survey > 
(Ct*S)* conducted by the Bureau of the Census: Other Infor- 
mation in the report are fror^joyrnal articles and are ^foot- 
' noted in the text. The monthly CPS deals'mainly with labor 
force data for the civilian noninstitutional population. 
Questions relating to labor force participation are asked 
about each member 14 yjears old and over in every sample 
household. In addition, supplementary questions were 
asked in March 1977 abouL^ pldce of residence 2 years ago 
(March'1,1975). . ' * . 

The present CPS sample was initially selected from the 
>970 census files and ys updated contipuously to reflect 
new construction where j)ossible (see section, ."Nonsampling 
Variabil1ty,"*below). The mon^ly CPS sample is'spread*6ver 
461 areas with coverage in each of the 50 States and the 
District of Columbia. For March 1977 a supplementary 
safnple of housing units in 24 States ;and the District of 
Columbia was incorporated with the nionthly CPS to pro-\ 
duce mobility and income data. The expanded sample is 
Ibcated in 614 areas comprising 1 J 13 counties, independent 
cities, andxjivisions in the nation. The 614 sample areas used 
in March include 461 ^reas^from the monthly CPS and 153 
supplementary areas. ' ^ •

The estimation procedure used foi* the. monthly CPS data 
involves the inflation of the weighted sample 'results to 
independent estimated of the civilian noninstitutional popu- 
lation of the United States by age, race, and sex. These 
independent estimates* were based on statistics from de- 
cennial censuses; statistics on births, deaths, immigration 
and emigration; and statistics on the strength of th6 Arrned 
Forces. For the estimates in this report persons in the Armed 
Forces were also included. The estimation procedure for the 
data in thefeport also Involved a further adjustment so that 
husband and wife of a household received the^me weight. 

Reliability of the .estimates. Since the estimates in this 
report are based on a sample, they-^may differ somewhat 
fronn the figures that would have been (Stained if a com- 
plete census had been taken using the same.^questio'nnaires, 
instructlo^ns, and enumerators. There are two types of 
errors possible in an estimate i>ased on a sample survey- 
sampling and nonsampling. The standard' errors provided 
for this report prlmai;jjj/^indicate thejnagnitude of the samp- 
ling error. They also partially measure the effect of some 
nonsampling errors in response and enumeration but do not 
measure any systematic biases Jn th^ data. The full extent 
of nonsampling error is unknown. Consequently, particular 
care should be exercised in the interpretation of figures based 
on a relatively small number of cases ^ron^m^l differences 
between estirfiates. * * ^ 

- hloniampling variability. As* in any .surv^ work, the 
results are subject to errors of response and nonreporting 
in Addition to sampling variability. Nonsampling errgf^ can 
be attributed to piany sources, e.g., inability to obtain jhfor- 
mation aboOt all cases in the sample, definitional dlfficul- . 
ties, differences in the interpretation of questions. Inability 
or unK^lingness ta provide correct infonnation on the part 
of respondents, inability to recall information, mistakes 
made in collection such as in recording or coding the data, 
mistakes made in processing the data, mistakes made In 
estimating values for missing dat^ Ind failure to represent* 
all units with the sample (undercQverlage). 



Undercoverage in the CPS results from missed housing 
"units and missed persons within sample households* Overall 
undercoverage, as compared to the level of the decennial 
census, is about 5 percent. »lt is known that CPS. under- 
coverage varies with, age, sex, and 'race. Generally, undfr* 
coverage is larger for males th«m for females and larger for . 
Blacks and other races than fpr^Whltes. Ratio estimation 
to independent age-sex-race ]3opulation controls, ^described 
previously, partially corrects for the bias due'^to survey 
undercoverage.

Atl statements of comparison appearing in the text are 
significant at a 1.6 standard- error level or better, and mo^t 
are significant at a level of mort than 2.0 standard errors. 
This means that for most differences cited in the text, the 
estimated difference is greater than twice the standard error 
of the difference. Statements of comparison qualified in 
some way (e.g., by the use* of the phrase, "some evidence") 
have a level of significance between 1.6 and 2.0 standaVd 



Comparability with other data. Caution should be used 
in .comparing estimates 6f the supplemental sample and 
estimates using the national sample 'only. The use of the* 
supplemental sample Jhas resulted in some differences in 
estimates as compared to using the national sample only. 
However, most of th^ differences are, within sampling error r 
with the major exception being estimates of Black and other 
races by metropolitan and rionmetroaolitan categories where 
there has been a decrease in m^tropilitan areas and an in- 
crease in nonmetropoiitan areas. 



Note when.usm^ small estimates. Summary measures 
(such as medians^ and percent distributions) .are shown in 
the report only when the base of the percentage is 75,000 
or greater, Because of the large ^andard errors ^involved,' 
there is little chance that percentages would reveal useful 
Information when computed oi^a smaller base. Estimated 
numbers are shown, h^ever, even though the/ relative 
standard errors of these numbers are larger than/those for ' 
corresponding percentages. These • smaller estimates are 
provided primarily to permit such combinations of the 
categories as serve each user's needs.

Standard error tables and their use. In order to >Jerive 
standard errors th^t would be applicable to a large number 
of estimates and could be prepawfa at a moderate cost, a 
number of approximations were required. Ther-efore, instead 
of providing an individual standard error for each, estimate, 
generalized ,s§ts of stamJard errors are provided for various 
types of characteristics. As a result, the sets of standard 
errors provided give an indication ofthjL-order of magnitude 
of the standard error of an esttflfee jrather than the precise 
sfandard error. 

The figures presented in tables A-1 and A-2aj<& approxi- 
mations to standard errors. Estimated standara .errors for 
specific characteristics cannot be obtained frpm tables A-1 
and A-2 without the use of the appropriate factors in table 
A-3. These factors must be applied to the generalized 
standard, errors in order to adjust for the combined effect 
of ^sample design and estimating procedure on^ the value of 
the characteristic. Standard errors for intermediate values 
not shown in the generalized tables may be approximated 
by interpolation. . 

Two parameters ^denoted "a" and "b") are used to cal- 
culate standard errors fdV each type of characteristic; they 
are presented in table A4, These parameters were u€ed to 
calculate the standard errors and factors in tabje A-1 through 
They also may be used to directly calculate the standard 
errors for estimated numbers^ and percentages. Direct com-* 
putation of the star^^rd errors will give more accurate 
results than the use 6f the standard error tables and the 
factors.
